We recommend that lay-worker Andrew Gamble remain another year 
and that the people of Angoon be encouraged in their project of 
raising the church for a recreation room and furnace room, We 

hope that the people will be able to raise $500 for this purpose to 
match a $500 grant from the Board. 

We recommend that Cyrus serve for another year and that the Board 
grant $100 for manse repairs and sewer. 


We recommend that Arthur Johnson serve for another year and that the 
people be commended for raising $600 toward manse repairs. Also that 
the Board grant $500 to share in the material cost to finish the 
church basement. It is our hope that the Kake people will be able 
complete the church basement in time for next meeting of Presbytery.

BY-LAWS OF THE CORPORATION OF THE PRESBYTERY OF ALASKA, 


I. Mectings. 

1. The Annual Mceting of the Corporation of the Presbytery of Alaska shall be 
held during the regular annual Spring Meeting of the Presbytery of Alaska, and at 
the same place, 

2. Special meetings may be held upon the call of the President of the Corpora- 
tion, and attested by the Secretary. Special meetings shall be called by the 
President of the Corporation upon the written request of the majority of the mem- 
bers of the Corporation, 

3. Notice of the Annual Meeting shall be given to the members of the Corpora- 
tion at least thirty (30) days before said mecting, Notice of Spocial Meetings 
shall be given in writing at least ten (10) days before said mecting to each mem- 
ber, and the business to come before the Corporation shall be specified in the 
call, and no other business shall be transacted. 


II, Trustees. 

1. The business of the Corporation shall be administered by a Board of Trustees 
consisting of five (5) members, who shall be elected at the annual meeting of the 
Corporation, and shall serve for one year, or until their successors are elected 
and qualified, 


The three (3) members of the National Missions Committee of the Presbytery 

of Alaska shall be members of the Board of Trustees, and the other two (2) shall 
be members of the Presbytery of Alaska, 

2. Any member of the Board of Trustces who shall remove from the bounds of 
the Presbytery of Alaska, or who shall cease to be a member of said Presbytery of 
Alaska, terminates his membership on the Board of Trustees by such action. 

3. Vacancies on the Board of Trustces shall be filled by the Board, the Trustee 
to serve until the next Annual Mceting. 


III. Powers and Authority of the Board of Trustees. 

1. The Board of Trustces shall have power and authority to manage the affairs 
of the Corporation, and its property. 

2. To receive and expend monics, reccoive and sell property, ocither real or 
personal, and gifts by individuals for special work within the Presbytery of 
Alaska, 

3. No indebtedness other than that connectcd with the securing of building 
loans or grants from the Board of National Missions, shall be contracted without 
tho instructions, or consent of the Presbytery of Alaska regularly given. 


IV. Compensation. 
The Trustees shall receive no componsation for their services, unless special~ 
ly ordered by the Presbytery of Alaska. 


V. Rules Governing. 

All business and proceedings of the Corporation and Board of Trustees shall 
be conducted in accordance with the "Rulos for Judicatories of the Presbyterian 
Church in the U. S. A.", or where these rules do not apply tho Roberts Rules of 
Order shall govern. 


VI. Quorun. 

A majority of the mombors of the Corporation, and of the Board of Trustees 
shall constitute a quorum in cach body for the transaction of business; providod 
that "tho quorum of the Corporation, tho proxies of absentcos may be counted when 
at least three ministers of the Prosbytery of Alaska (Prosbytory's Quorum) are 
present. 


VII. Elections. 
All elections shall be conducted by written ballot at the annual mocting. 


VIII. Duties of Officers. 

1. Tho Presidont shall be tho administrative head of tho Corporation; shall 
preside at all mootings of the Board of Trustcos, and the Corporation; and shall 
oxecute in behalf of tho Corporation all instrumonts made by it. 

2. Tho Vice-president shall act in the absence or inability of tho President. 

3. The Sccrotary-Troasurer shall keep the records, and the socal of the Corpora= 
tion; kcop the minutes of all mectings; send out notices of ail mectings,

Territory, shall make and subscribe written articles of Incorporation 
in triplicate and acknowledge the same before any officer authorized 
to take the acknowledgment of deeds, and file one of said articles in 
the office of the Auditor and another in the office of the Clerk of 
the District Court of the Judicial Division in which the principal 
place of business of the company is intended to be located, and retain 
the third in the possession of the corporation. Provided, that no 
corporation organized for distribution of profits to any class of 
members or shareholders shall be permitted to become incorporated under 
this Section, in which connection the words "distribution of profits" 
Shall be considered as including profits that might accrue to members

In respect to the suggestion of the Stated Clerk of the Synod for itinerancy 
of various committee heads of the Synod to Alaska in 1957, it is our belief 
that thts does not serve the purpose of advancing the work in Alaska, and 
does not take the place of a meeting of Synod in Alaska, to the cementing of 
relations between the Synod and Alaska, and the Stated Crerk of Synod be so 
notified of the above.

The reason for requesting exemption to the above 
requirements is thet Mrs. Swanson is 4 member of the Session 
under whose care as a layworker in the same church of which 
she is an elder, and by her work she has proven herself well- 
qualified to become @ candidate for a Commissioned Chur ch 
Worker, 

11. That the Stated Clerk notify Miss “atherine Holder that since her 
letter of church membership has been returned to Sitka, that the 
Presbytery Council has been authorized to issue her letter of 
transfer as a candidate for Commissioned Church ‘Worker to the 
Presbytery to which she specifies, when she requests it, and to 
advise her to also request her letter from the Sitke Church if she 
Wishes to transfer. Passed. 

12, That seeing that the license of 4ndrew Gahble has automatically 
expired after five years, thet the wey be left open for him to 
continue his work toward ordination at a later date if he so 
desires, with the approval of Presbytery.

Since Presbytery was pressed for time to remain Within the docket schedule, 
Presbytery voted to extend the time on the docket 15 minutes, by unanimous consent. 


Rev. Arthur A. Johnson, last past moderator present, presided while Rev, 
Henry Hartmann moved and presbytery passed that he matter of “Assistant Minister" 
in the Northern Light Presbyterian Church be referred to the Committee on Judicial 
Business. 


Rev. Hartmann resumed the chair. 


The Stated Clerk read awire from Chaplain John Dodge stating his regrets not 
being able to attend Synod because of previous commitmentss (See later in Docket 
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the action for delegates to Synod (Ministerial).

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Rev, Claude Klaver, Chairman of the Committee on Pensions made the following 
report, @ continuation of yesterday's short report. 

"Your committee on Pensions would like to first of all remind the brethren, 

ministers, that we yet have till the end of this year to elect coverage under 

the Federal Social Security “rogram. Your decision to come under it or stay 
out of it after Monday will be yours for life except by an act of Congress, 

The Board of Pensions reports that 97% of the ministers of our church are 

choosing to pay for the insurance coverage offered through this program, 

We would also like to report that there are at present no delinquent 
pension dues by either minis ter or churches, 

At the 164th General assemblymeeting this action was taken toward the 
establishment of the Presbyterian \elfare Fund3- 

1. "That authority be given the Boerd of tensions to set up a plan for 
emergency relief, predicated on the principles ~ whereby the presby- 
teries in e&ch synod would agree to essume the responsibility of:- 
(@) locating and keeping in touch with all the distress ceses then 
residing in the Presbytery ("Distress cases to be clearly defined by 
the Board of tensions) regardless of the period of prior residence 
or ministerial service in any other presbytery or presbyteries and 
(bd) investigating each such case, preparing a report thereon to the 
presbytery and to the Boerd of Pensions, and, (c) appraising the need 
in each case annually to determine the amount required for that year. 

ee "That the relief grants thus determined upon by each presbytery be 
submitted to the Board of tensions for its approval and when agreed 
upon the -resb;tery andthe Board of “ensions each provide 50% of the 
cash required (the percentage of cash to be provided by each to be 
subject to adjustment by the Board of *ensions to correct inequalities 
due to unusual circumstances existing in certain presbyteries), the 
cash to be paid to the person or persons in need in installments, and 
the Sdministration of the program, for sake of uniformity, to be 
handled in accordance with procedure to be determined by the Board of © 
Pensions. 

Se "Theat each presbytery determine for itself how its share of the eash 
required shall be raised. 

4. "That if possible, the Board of *ensions utelize the existing Mini ster’ 
Emergency Relief Fund as the vehicle through which its share of the 
cash required would be provided. ..cccccvsae 

Se "That at the conclusioyg of three years the entire program of relief 
grants above described be carefully reviewed by the General Council 
to determine whether changes should be made," 

We recommend thet a Welfare Fund be established by our Presbytery. Monies 
from this fund shall be collected from the churches of the Presbytery. ‘we recommené 
that one offering per year he received for the fund. An offering on Pej ions 
Sunday would be most appropriate and sent to the treasurer of our Presbytery. 
Pastor's too are encouraged to contribute generously to this offering. 

The policies and procedures of this fund shall be as follows:- 

1. Aid will be given to those in need of assistance, and 
proportional to that need. 

2. Grants will only be given on specific recommendations of 
Presbytery or its authorised agent. 

3. In all cases where the need can be met on a local or FPres- 
bytery level it is hoped that no call will be made on the 
Welfare Funn, 

4. When no local church is involved, ani tlh Presbytery cannot 
meet the need alone, then the Welfare .Fund will be used to 
supplement the amount recommended by Presbytery on a basis 
to be determined by the Board and Presbytery. 

5. Ordinarily, priority will be given to the direct aid of a 
minister or his wife before any benefit is provided for 
other dependent members of the family. 
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6. If *hecifically authorized by action of Presbytery, the “elfare 
Fund will make payments directly to the applicant, both in the 
amount due from Presbytery and from the fund and then, at a time 
agreed upon, aend a statement to *resbytery for repayment of the 
amount advénced in, its behalf. Such payments will be made only 
when recommended by Presbytery's authorized representative and 
sheuld be requested only when necessary delay in the payments of 
Presbytery's portion would cause great hardship. 

Presbitery voted to take the former motion from the table at this time. The 
motion that l0¢ per-capita be set aside. for the Welfare Fund lost by. a voice vote. 
Presbytery moved and unanimously passed that the welfare Fund be set up “resolved 
that the Board of «ensions be authorized to expend from the Presbyterian Welfare 
Fund amounts in behalf of Alaska Presbytery, when such expenditures are specifice 
@lly authorized by the chairman of Pensions Committes, with the understanding that 
Presbytery will later reimburse the Presbyterian WelfeareFund for its share of such 
authorized expenditures." Passed, with the ammendment that Presbytery Council 
be notificd of any action of the tomnittce on Pensions.

Henry Hartmann presented the report of the Judicial BusinessCommittee as 


The question referred from the Committee on Sessional Records:- Minutes of 
the Session, Northern Light Presbyterian Church, Pages 102 and 103: nomin- 
ations and election of three elders for a "Life Term" though the church 
was organized on the rotary system. 


Form of Government, Chapter XIII, Section 8, expressly states that "Ruling 
Elders once ordained shall not be divested of the office when they are 
not reelectede...e” #$ The action above mentioned in the minutes of the 
Session of the Northern Light Church does not appear to be an election to 
the membership of the Session, (which would be contrary to the clear mean- 
ing of the deliverance of the 1911 General “ssembly (Page 218 Minutes of 
the Gneral Assembly 1911 - Page 483 Digest 1938) « "Life and term Elders 
may not serve on the same session at the same time.") However examination 
of the weekly bulletin of the Northern Light Church reveals that these men 
@re listed under the heading "TTHE SESSION", and after terms headed LOM Ae 
"1958" and "1959" as "Life Term", If this listing indicated the actual 
position which these men &re gpegarded as holding, the election is illegal 
and should be declared invalid; if o n the other hand it indicates some~ 
thing that was not the intention of the congregation and Session, it should 
by their own action be deleted from the bulletin directory. 


Further, since under the above cited F.G. XII], 8, all Hlders are elected for a life 
term as Blders (though they may hold office in the Session only for a term of three 
years unless reelected) the above election represents 4n empty gesture and as such 
should be declared invalid. It would appear to be without meaning to give to 4 person 
that which he already possesses. 


While the congregation of the Northern Light Church is within its rights in seeking 
to honor men for outstanding service to the church, and should be commended for its 
purpose, nevertheless the action taken is not in accord with the Form of Government 
and the interpretation thereof by the General “ssembly, and other means, perhaps in 
more tangible form, ought to be sought to convey this honor and appreciation. 


Your committee recommends that Presbytery declare the election of these men 
as "Life Term" invalid, and direct that their names hot be so listed in the 
bulletin, and the Sessional Records be not approved til correction is made. 


Passed. Hilder Rs Burrows negative vote recorded.

A letter frou Dr, Malcolm &. Sweet regarding the action of the Session 
of the Northern Light Church in authorizing Dr. "weet to appoint HeB. 
Beyers to act as Assistant Minister. 


Mre Beyers, formerly a minister in another denomination, was received on reaffirmation 


of Faith, 


by the Northern Light Church on Oct. 2, 1955, On Jan. 11, 1956, he was 


elected to the session of the church, Class of 1957, the action inviting him to 
serve as assistant minister took plece on March 6, 1956. 


Form of Government Chapter XV, Section 1 is clear in ita definition of the relative 
status of minister, pastor, assistant and associate pastors. These offices can be 


held only 
ship must 


be ordained ministers of the Presbyterian Church U.SoA., and the relation- 
be estublished by procedure involving the minister, congregation and tle 


Presbytery in the case of Pastor and Associate Pastor, and involving the Session, 
Pastor and Presbytery in the case of Assistsnt Pastor. 
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By the usage of the church, however,. the term "Pastor's Assistant" o "Assistent 
to the Faséor" (carefully to be distinguished from the term Assistant Pastor) 
refers to &n individual used by the Yastor for certain functions and responsiblé to 
him, but not serving in a pastoral capacity. yi ah ae 


However in the bulletin mentioned above, Mr, Beyers is listed "Associate Minister", 
clearly a very different position from that to which authorization was accordud. 
Burthermore his name here, and in pleces here end there in the minutes of the Sessior 
is listed as "Reverend" H.E. Beyer. 


Your committee strongly notes that the listing on the bulletin is contrary not only 
to the vote of the session, but also in direct violation of the Form of Government, 
Since it indisates a relationship that cannot exist withour a very different 
process. We recommend thet this listing be deleted. Passed. 


Your committee also notes that the term "Reverend" noting as it does ordination es 
& minister, is not a valid term. By the meaning of Chapter V, Form of Government, 

& Ruling Elder cannot be a minister. The Digest pp. 464ff makes plain the principle 
that a minister cannot serve on a session as a Ruling Hilder; that he cannot be 4 
member of the local churches I+ would appear to your committee that Mr, Beyer, 

since he did not seek to transfer his credentials, but rather Yoined the Presby- 
terian Church as a member, has in effect demitted his former Ministry, and is no 
longer éntitled to the address “Reverend", and we would recommend thet Presbytery 
direct the session of the Northern Light Presbytersan Church to so correct its 
minutee. Passed. 


We further etpress our understanding of the reasons and purposes behind the action, 
which we have sustained in encouraging Mr, Beyers to reenter the calling to which 
he was once ordained, but we would suggest that the Northern Light Session in the 
following out of its purpose be careful to comply with all the provisions relating 
to ministers and candidates in our constitutions

"Fathers and Brethren:- 

This Commission was charged with the task of following through the 
verious involvements resulting from the Weidner case, and subsequent 
litigations and communications. 

However early in December Hat S, Weidner, who at the time had 4 case 
on appeal with the Synod, served notice on the Session of the Auke Bay 
Chapel-by-—tke-Lake, that he could no longer concientiously remain in the 
Presbyterian Church, that he was becoming @ member of the Seventh Day 
Adventist Church, and that consequently he was dropping all charges and 
appeals. 

The Auke Bay Session upon receipt of the letter, Dec, 8th, discussed 
it, and transmitted a request to the Special Judicial Commission of 
Presbytery for guidance in procedure. The advice of the Commission was 
to qadte the Book of Discipline Chapter VII, Section 2....."I fa charch 
member renounces the communion of the church by joining another, without 
a regular dismission, although such conduct is disorderly, the Session 
shall take no other action in the case than récord the facts, and order 
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his name to be erased from the roll." It is to be noted thet 

_ this direction is not permissive byt mandatory, 

_ ° Ih accordanée with this advice, the session of the Auke Bay 
Chepel-by-the-Lake did, on Jan, 8th remove Mr. Weidner's name 
from the rolls by eresure, as noted in the Session minutes under 
that date. 

Your commission reports that the above actions, with the 
recommendation’ that, since the person whose activities were 
the concern of the Commission has withdrawn from the fellow- 
Ship of the church and is no longer Subject to the juristictions 
o€f the Presbyterian Church nor entitled to prosecube the 
litigation he began, the responsiblity of the Commission be 
deemed to have ceased, and the commission he discharged.
